OW is the time to fare forth 
for muskies, for October is one 
grand month for taking these 
fish.

American standards 
demand that every worker shall be able to live a 
wholesome life which shall give reasonable leisure 
and the: means for its enjoyment, compensation 
sufficient for comfortable aud decent housing and 
attire, opportunities for education of children and 
for their advancement in life, if they choose to 
advance, provision against iliness or accident and 
for old age. To the degree that the strike may 
aim to correct curable conditions which are incon-

His level of existence is not a whit better 
than that of the beast of burden—the Mexican beast of 
burden, among the most abused creatures in the world. 
He is glum, childish, fickle, cowering, obedient, and polite 
ta fault. His filthiness can hardly find place in print. 
It is esthetically revolting and hygienically pestilential. 
His invincible ignorance borders on prefundity. He is 
the. possessor of virtues attributed to saints only when 
they are canonized, and is capable cf crimes never dreamed 
oby the framer of the decalogue. As a man he seems 
t@ need nothing—and get less. His wage is from 25 to 
 Gentavos (12% to 25% cents) a day, with tortillas 
anf frijoles thrown in.

In the Solferino Gardens at Rouen there is the marble 
memorial by the sculptor, Chapu, and on the heights of 
the Monumental cemetery, in the Flaubert family plot— 
Flaubert’s father was a distinguished surgeon—and not 
far from the Joan of Arc monument, Iie the remains of 
the author of “Madame Bovary.” His celebrated pupil, 
Guy de Maupassant, is also remembered in the Solferino 
Gardens by a statue; another may be seen in the Pare Mon- 
ceau. But at the time I began urging some form of a 
memorial to the master of masters nothing had been 
done.

CHANCES FOR COLLEGE 
WOMEN. 


N considering the large number of 
women’s colleges and co-educational 
coNeges and universities which 
admit women on the same basis 

with men it is interesting to recall the 
debates that waxed violent a quarter 
of a century ago as to whether a 
college education did not do a girl more 
harm than good; did not detract from 
her womanly qualities; did not lessen 
her ,efficiency and desirability as a 
wifé and mother. 

From that view of course the average 
individual has swerved considerably. 
If a woman cannot stand a college 
training it does not speak well for her 
womanly qualities while the help that 
a college can render a girl is greater 
and more varied than one has any way 
of knowing. 

President Quincy of Harvard used 
to say that a man got a good deal 
out of colleges if he did no more than 
rub his shoulders against the college 
buildings, and as far as the girl is 
concerned, it might be said for her that 
she can get much out of college if she 
does no more than take her entrance 
@xamination. . 

For in these days oe. will have 
brushed up against representative 
young women from all parts of .the 
country, women whose training and 
environment’ has been radically 
ferent from her own, but with whom 
she cannot help having a common in- 
terest and aim.
